RUSSIANS RETIRING 


Considerable Reinforcements 
for Turkish Troops is 
Reason Ascribed, 


Paris, Noy. 16.—A statement given 
out by the Russian army staff in the 
Caucasus dated at Tiflis and sent to 
the Havas agency here announces the 
retirement of the Russian advance 
guard in the region of Koprukeul east 
of Erzerum. The statement says: 

“After a series of combats fought in 
the Koprukeaui region our advance 
guards definitely located the grouping 
of the physical forces of the enemy. 
In view of the considerable reinforce- 
ments received by the Turks in the 
last. few days coming from Chnyskala, 
Erzerum and Trebizond, our advance 


guards are retiring still fighting to the | 


regions allotted them. 

“The attempts made by the Turks to 
regain the Khanessouk pass previously 
taken by us, have failed. Other Rus- 
sian detachments were not seriously 
engaged,”

PROVING A PROPHET. 

Presuming that with the exception of Alsace and Lorraine and 
some of the,Polish provinces on the east Germany will emerge from 
the war with no great change in her geography, there is room for some 
wide speculation as to the possible political consequences of the war 
on Germany and the remainder of Europe. 

In the Prussian militarism which finally brought about the war 
there is now no shadow of doubt that the bureaucracy recognized the 
antithesis of the growing democracy which threatened to swamp them | 
and curtail their power, and it is quite as evident that in fostering this 
niilitarism the bureaucracy was careless whether the culmination might 
be war so long as it served the purpose of smothering the radicalism. 

Were the outcome to be a triumphant Prussian militarism it is 
quite conceivable that the German yearning for a more responsible 
government would have been squelched for the next century or so at 
least. But now that the evident outcome is to be a humiliated and 
broken militarism, it must be anticipated that the prestige which the 
war lords enjoyed previously will be forever shattered.

Hero, “Bobs’’ Passes in 
Northern France Age 82 


Roberts of Kandahar, Pretoria and 


Waterford Dies in Harness—Des- 


scribed by Kaiser as Greatest Soldier of the day— 
Foresaw Trouble With the Germans. 


London, Novy, 16,—Field Marshal 
Eorl Roberts died last night in France 
from pneumonia, A telegram  frorn 
Field Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander of tho British expeditionary 
forces on the continent, apprised Earl 
Kitchenor, secretary of state for war, 
of the death of England's greatest sol- 
dler. 

Field Marshal Roberts, who was 
colonel in chief of the Indian troops, 
had gone to France to give them his 
greetings. Soon after his arrival he 
became 111, He suffered from a se- 
ver chill on Thursday and pneumonja 
rapidly developed. His great age, 82 
yours, greatly militated against his re- 
coyery, The veteran's death was ex- 
tremely sudden, He was in his usual 
good health when he left England on 
Wednesday with his daughter, Lady 
Alleen Roberts, and his son-in-law, 
Major Lewin. The party had a rough 
trip crossing the channel, but the uged 
general felt no ili effects and went 
through with the program on the con- 
tinent. In fact, he was about to re- 
turn home when his death occurred, 

Doath Very Sudden. 

Marl Roberts had motored to the 
Indian bases and camps, had reviewed 
the Indian troops and had conferred 
with tho leading officers. It was not 
until about dinner time Friday even- 
ing that he complained of a slight 
chill. As he was subject to more or 
less trifling chest troubles, he followed 
his usual course and went to bed early. 
As his temperature increased, medical 
men were called in and pronounced his 
condition critical, They reheved the 
general of what pain he was suffering 
and he fell asleep. His death occurred 
during sleep. 

His majesty and the queen were 
greatly shocked by the news that Field 
Marshal Earl Roberts had succumbed. 
Immediately on receipt of the intelll- 
rence, thelr mafesties sent messages 
of condolence to Lady Roberts and her 
two daughters, Lady Aileen Mary and

The men from 
the west do not mind the loneliness al- 
though they say that Salisbury plain 
beats Caigary way for that, and at 
Lark hill they will be a bit nearer such 
company as the thatched village of 
Amesbury can offer, What they abuse 
most heartily is the English damy, 
says the correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian who gives a highly 
entertaining description of a visit to 
the camp.
